' mann Hermann’s “The Luftwaffe. Its 
Rise and Fall” (New York, Putnams, 
$3.00) is sure to attract wide atten- 
tion. It is, indeed, a welcome and nec- 


essary compliment to the books that 
have dealt with the chances for vict- 
ory through air power, as seen trom 
ithe Allied side, 

The author was a pilot in Germany’s 
air fleet of the last war. After his de- 


| mobilization he studiel engineering | 


and became a close collaborator of 
Prof. Hugo Junkers, the inventor and 
| plane constructor, He also was am- 
ong the earliest members of tle glid- 
er school in the Rhoen. He leit Ger- 
many shortly before the outbreak of | 


‘the present war. 

His almost twenty-five year contact 
with the German airplane industry, 
ithe Luft Hansa. and the Luftwaffe | 
' Department of the army has enabled 
Hermann to get and give an all round 
picture of his subject. His conclusions 
lare as startling as they sound convin- 
| cing. They can be summed up in the 
‘sentence that the Luftwaffe, pride of 
Adolf Hitler, main weapon of the Ger- 
man blitzkrieg and terror of Europe, 
'is doomed.
